2000 Program, which DNR administers® The state is currently authorized fo bond
under two of the program’s subprograms: the land acquijsition subprogram®and the
property development and local assistance subprogram}%onding under the property
development and local assistanc f subprogram may generally be used only for
nature-based outdoor recreationY This bill allows DNR to use stewardship bonding
for these cost-sharu\lﬁ grants to control invasive species for nature-based outdoor
recreation purposes.
